SECONDLY, That there ſhall be 
conſtant Ordinary Governours of the 
ſaid School and Charitable Foundation ; 
and that John Boys, Thomas Addiſon, and 
Joſepli Hornjby during the term of their 
natural Lives, and the Mayor of the City 
of Rocheſter for the time being for ever, 
the Dean of Roche/ter for the time being 


for ever, the Recorder of the City of 


Rocheſter, for the time being for ever, 


the Maſter of the Trinith-Houſe and the 


Commiſſioner of Chatham Dock for the 


time being for ever, the eldeſt Preben- 


dary of the Church of Rocheſter at any 
time reſident there, Doctor John Harris 
Prebendary of Rochieſter during his natu- 


ral Life, the late Mayor and eldeſt Al- 


derman of the ſaid City for the time be- 
ing for ever, the two Members of Parli-

nary Governours of the ſame. 


THIRDLY, That the Moſt Reve- 
rend Father in God the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury Primate and Metropolitan 
of England and his Succeſlors, the Right 
Honourable Willkam Lord Cowper Lord 
High Chancellor of Great Britain and his 
Succeſſors the Lords High Chancellors or 
Lords Keepers of the Great Seal of 
Great Britain, the Right Reverend Fa- 
ther in God Thomas Lord Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter and his Succeſſors, and the Lord

FOURTHLY, That the Ordinary 
Governours do make and alter ſuch 
Rules, Orders, and Conſtitutions, from 
time to time, for the good ordering and 
governing the ſaid Mathematical School 
and Charitable Foundation, as they ſhall 
find neceſlary and convenient, and ſhall 
be approved of by the * 
Governours. 


FIFTH LV, That the Ordinary Go- 
vernours have power to chooſe the Upper 
Maſter and Under Maſter or Uſher of the 
ſaid Mathematical School; and to cen- 
ſure, or ſuſpend, or deprive them: and 
to hear and determine at their yearly 
Viſitations any complaint touching the 
breach of Orders or Rules of the ſaid 
School; and to determine any diſputes 
or differences that ſhall ariſe between the 
ſaid Upper Maſter and the faid Under 
Maſter or Uſher. 

SIXTHLY, 
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SIX THLY, That Mr. Stehen Thorn- 
lon, be the Upper Maſter, and Mr. George 
Rufſe{l the Under Maſter or Uther, of 
the ſaid Mathematical School: And that, 
when the Revenues of the Charity L ſtates 
are ſufficient, the yearly Salary of the 
Upper Maſter ſhall be One Hundred 
Pounds per Annum, and ot the Under 
Maſter or Uſher Forty Pounds per An- 
num: But, when the Revenues fall ſhort, 
the Ordinary Governours are to direct 
and regulate at their annual Viſitation the 
reſpettive Salaries of the ſaid Maſters, 
having regard to the aboveſaid propor- 
tions in leſſening and abating the ſame. 


SEVENTHLY, That upon the 
Death, Reſignation, or Removal of ei— 
ther of the Maſters of the ſaid School, 
the Mayor of the ſaid City ſhall 
_ cauſe immediate Notice thereof to be 
given or ſent to all the Ordinary Gover- 
nours; to the end that a new Election 
may be made before the end of two 
Months, and not until the end of one

Month, after ſuch Death, Reſignation, or 
Removal: And ſhall alſo cauſe publick 
Notice in writing of the intended Day 
of Election of ſuch new Maſter or Uſher 
to be affixed upon the Door of the School 
Houſe fifteen Days before the Day of 
Election; and that Copies of each Notice 
ſhall alſo be given or ſent to the Houſes of 
all the Ordinary Governours. And that 
no Perſon ſhall be capable to be choſen 
Upper Maſter of the School, unleſs he 
ſhall produce to the ſaid Governours a 
ſuſficient Teſtimonial or Certificate of

TENTHLY, That no Maſter or 

| Uſher be ſuſpended, or deprived, or diſ- 
placed, but upon due Notice given to all 
the Ordinary Governours, and a Day

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appointed to conſider of and determine 
of the Caſe; in which all to have Votes. 


ELEVENTHLY, That the Ordi- 
nary Governours do once at the leaſt in 
every Year viſit the School, and cauſe 
the Boys to be examined, upon every 
Tueſday next after the Feaſt-Day of St. 
John Baptiſt, commonly called Midſum- 
mer-Day. And, for that purpoſe, that 
the ſaid Governours ſhall yearly chooſe 
and appoint ſome proper Perſon to be 
Examiner of the ſaid School; and, in 
default of ſuch particular choice and 
appointment, either of the Mathematick 
Maſters of Chr:/t's Hoſpital to be Exami- 
ner. And that the Governours be allow- 
cd to appoint a Gratuity to be given to 
ſuch Examiner of the ſaid School, not 
exceeding Four Pounds in any one year: 
And that a Viſitation Dinner be provided 
at the School Houſe for the ſaid Gover- 
nours, not exceeding the Sum of Four 
Pounds; and that the Uſher do give the 

ſaid 
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ſaid Governours Notice of the Day of 
ſuch annual Viſitation, 


 TWELFTHLY, That ro Leaſe be 
let of any part of the Charity Eſtate for 
above Twenty one Years; ſo that the 
moſt Rent be reſerved that can be got 
for the ſame. And that the Upper Maſ- 
ter of the ſaid School and Committee of 
Charitable Uſes of the ſaid City (if any) 
be firſt made acquainted with all Treaties 
for any ſuch Leaſes, and before any 
Contract be made for the ſame: And 
that the ſaid Upper Maſter and Five or 
more of the faid Governours do ſign all 
ſuch Leaſes, to teſtify their conſent and 
approbation thereof. 


THIRTEENTHLY, That the City 
Provider, or Receiver of the publick 
Charities of the ſaid City, do receive the 
Rents of the Charity Eſtates ſettled upon 
this Foundation, and pay the ſame ac- 
cording to the ſlated Orders of the Or- 
dinary Governours. And, for that Pur- 
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poſe, that the Mayor and Citizens do 
covenant with the ſaid Truſtees that he 


ſhall do the ſame gratis; and that he 


ſhall not only give an Account of the 
Revenues of this Charity among the other 


Charities of the ſaid City to the faid 


Committee of Charitable Ules, and the 


Dean and Chapter of Rocheſter, and the 
Wardens of Rochefter Bridge, but ſhall
